Prepare 
a  bed  of  loose  loam  by  spading  ten  to  twelve  inckes 
deep,  plant  tke  bulbs  lour  inckes  deep  and  mulck  with 
well  rotted  manure,  or  tobacco-stem  fertilizer.  Tke  soil 
skould  be  kept  moist  continually  but  care  must  be  tak¬ 
en  not  to  over- Water.  It  is  also  well  to  stake  witk  liglat 
garden  stakes,  as  tke  flower  spikes  are  quite  heavy. 

Bulbs  skould  be  planted  at  regular  internals,  begin¬ 
ning  early  in  autumn  and  continuing  tkrougk  spring.
